Under tle statute of distribution 
that regulates the inheritance of the 
property, the issue of Mea. Pelton and 
Henry A. Tilden, sister and brother 
of Governor Tilden, comes in for an 
equal share of the eight million dol- 
lars. Mrs. Wm. B. Hazard is the 
only heir on Pelton’s side, and thus 
she is entitled to four million dollars. 
The other four million is subject to 
the claims of the six children of Heary 
Tilden.

B. Whit- 
tlesey, Mrs. Swan, a widow who lives 
in New Lebany, Mrs. Willis A. Payue 
and Mrs. Joho Schwartz of New York 
City.

Every 
expression used in the will indicates 
the bestowal of a complete discretion- 
ary power to convey or not to convey, 
and the creation and bestowal of such 
power in the executors is wholly op- 
posed to and fatal to the existence of 
the executary devise.

The County Bate ot Taxation He- 
duced Five Per Cent. 

The Board of County Commission- 

ers this afternoon reduced the tax rate 


for 5 purposes five cents on the 
$100, making the rate $1 65 for State 
and county purposes instead of $1 70. 
This makes the county tax 90 cents 
instead of 95. Under the rate as 
now fixed by the Commissioners the 
taxpayers will have to pay about 
$2,500 more into the County Treasury 
than they did last year?

While the chances probably 
favor the election of the Demo- 
cratic candilate for Governor in 
New York, such a result is by no 
means a foregone conclusion. The 
Boston Herald, whose sympathies 
aro not permitted to warp its 
judgment, says that owing to the 
Demoeratie defections the election 
of the Republican candidates in 
whole orin part seems not at all 
improbable. Inu lowa State issues 
are so absorbing that the result 
this year can hardly be considered 
as indicating the vote of the State 
in a Presidental year. People are 
talking of railroud taxation and 
financial schemes which are not 


indorced by either party platform. 
Correspondents on the ground can 
only guess at the result.

Figures talk, and a few sta- 
tistics will speak most eloquently of 
the mammoth proportions of the 
Franklin County Creamety Associa- 
tion. 

The milk cf 12,000 cows is made 
into butter at this creamery; 10,000 
pounds of butter is the average daily 
product ; it takes 400 tubs to hold this 
product; a carload of salt ia used every 
two months ; 60 hands are employed by 
the association. 

“The only trouble we have had thus 
far,“ said Mr. Deal, the manager, is 
to make enough butter to fill our or- 
ders. Butter buvers tell us that the 
more we can chip them the better. 
We now take milk from about 700 
farmers, and are vaining right along. 
Last month we gaived 130 farmer pat- 
roos, and hope soon to reach our ca- 
pacity of making 20,000 pouuds of but- 
ter a day.
